Ms. Borgal also loves exploring 
new methods of artwork. Last June, 
with the aid of her stepmother, she 
was introduced to “jaunting.” At an 
all-day workshop, she practiced 


“batiking” on cloth. 
“Batiking” is an Indonesian method 
of hand-printing textiles by coating 
with wax the parts not to be dyed. 
The workshop transferred the 
method to canvas. 

“You have to wait for the right 
consistency of the wax and slowly 
apply the drips to paper,” informs 
Ms. Borgal. “As the wax flows, it 
cools and gains the right consisten- 
cy. You're actually drawing over 
lines with the tool.” 

The wax creates color-resistant 
areas. The paper still has to be 
steam-ironed and worked, but the 
end result is a new creative look to

Jack is a 12-year old from 
Billerica, who unfortunately has a 
disease called Four P Plus, a rare 
mental retardation disease found 
in just 14 American kids today. 
Jack is one of them. And on Mon- 
day'morning, Mark Donovan will 
be running in the 105th annual Bos- 
ton Marathon in honor of Jack 
Freneh as Donovan begins a Four 
P Plus Foundation tohelp research- 
ers find a cure for the fatal disease. 
This isn't a hop, skip and jump 
for Donovan. ‘The 26,2 miles from 
Hopkinton to Kenrpore Square won't 
be an easy tasi Due to all of his 
vigorous work inthe wrestling room 
ovef his life, Donovan has had two 
major reconstructive knee surger- 
ies as 23 screws have been placed in 
both'knees, In 1988 he had surgery 
on His left knee and in 1994 he had 
on his right knee, 

I wasn't running for Jack and 

for this cause, I don't know if I 
ei do it," said Donovan. "Jack is 
a great young man. He's a young 
kid who has a lot of will and a lot of 
heart, People think they have it 
bad;but then yourealize that there's 
a lofof people worse off than you.

walk. Twelve years later the cour- 
age of the young boy is certainly 
indescribable. 

"He has proven the doctors and 
all of the world wrong,” said 
Donovan. "He's proven that you 
can do things as long as you have 
heart. He's walking normal, he 
talks, he can ride a bike ... he's 
come a long way. People have told 
him he couldn't do all of these thi 
his entire life and he's proven them 
wrong." 

The heart that Jack French has 
and displays in his life certainly 
has rubbed off onto Mark. Mark 
gets up every morning at 5 am and 
trains for the marathon. Hestarted 
this in January running between 20- 
30 miles a week and now he's in- 
creased that’co 68 miles a week. 
After running miles and miles on 
his two reconstructed knees, Mark 
then ly to be at Shawshgen 
School from 7:15-4:00 pm as he's a 
teacher's aid in the special needs 
program. From there it's onto the 
Prison where he works from 4-12 at 
night. 

"It's hard, it really is," said 
Donovan. "You try to find the time 
tobe a father, a coach andit's hard. 
When you get up at5 am torunwith 
your pulled muscles and your bro- 
ken toes all you have to do is look at 
Jack and realize all of it is worth it 
because it's for a good cause. 

"I was fortunate enough to have 
a mother and a father. Jack and 
Mary have one parent. You realize 
that there's a lot of people in this 
world who are hurting, who don't 
have what you have and who don't 
have both parents to guide them. 
Jack is putting one foot in front of 
the other trying to conquer the 
world. If he can do it, so can I.”

Fifteen years ago, Gregory Sun 
of Wilmington came to the United 
States from China to further his 
education to become a college pro- 
fessor. Now at the age of 38, Sun 
will participate in arguably the most 
prestigious sporting event the coun- 
try has to offer in the 105th annual 
Boston Marathon. 

Sun has never participated ina 
marathon before and he hopes that 
the thousands of spectators will see 
him cross the finish line at some 
point of the race. After all it was 
being a spectator that got him the 
courage to put on the running shoes. 

"I've been running for about 
twelve years," he said. "And every 
year I kept telling myself that I'ddo 
it. I've been watching the mara- 
thon on television and sometimes I 
went to Boston to see it. I'm pretty 
excited about it, I'm pretty 
psyched." 

At the age of 23, Sun moved from 
China to Milwaukee, Wisconsin as 
he enrolled as a student at 

tte University. He received 
his bachelor's degree at the pro- 
found University and then furthered 
his education at John Hopkins Uni- 
versity in Baltimore, Maryland 
where he received his master's de- 
gree in Electrical Engineering in 
1993, He then became a United States 
Citizen and got a job as a college 
professor at UMass Boston in the 
same field. Less than three years 
ago he moved to Wilmington and 
thus far he has enjoyed his stay. 

"I'm happy here," he said. "I'm 
glad I made the decision I made. 
There's many differences [between 
China and the United States]. 
There's differences in culture, dif- 
ferences in environment, differ-

ences in food. Originally I came 
here to get an education but I like it 
here. When I lived in China we 
watched a lot of American movies 
and that was certainly exciting, but 
[the United States] isn't 100 per- 
cent like what it's like in the mov- 
ies.” : 
Sun said that he really didn't 
play any sports when he was in 
China, alth he did play a little 
soccer. He said that “@hina 
doesn't offer as many opportunities 
for amateur athletes as the United 
States. 

"Here you don't have to be a 
professional," he said. "If you work 
hard, if you're committed and you 
put in your time there's all kinds of 
different people competing in dif- 
ferent levels. In China we didn't 
have as many activities. In Bejing 
there's a marathon once a year but 
it's not like you can just sign up for 
it and pay your registration fee. It's 
not as popular as the Boston Mara- 
thon, but someday I plan on going 
back there and running [in the 
Bejing Marathon)." 

Sun decided this past November 
that this would be the year to be 
among one of the 14,000 runners 
who'll run from Hopkinton to the 
Back Bay at the Prudential Center. 
And over these last few months he 
has certainly put in his time. 

"I joined the Merrimack Valley 
Striders and I've been running with 
six other people," he said about his 
training. "They have been very 
helpful. I had never done over 10 
miles, and ever since I decided to 
run I've been slowly going up from 
eight miles to twenty about five 
times a week. 

"T'm doing it for the fun of it, but 
I really would like to cross the 
finish line."

“Citing barriers to active 
church involvement such as 
inaccessible buildings and pro- 
grams, being left out of the com- 
munication loop and too often

The race 
isn’t what it used to be; today 
it’s a professional, super sport. 
In Clarence De Mar’s day 300 
people came to Boston and rac- 
ing was a part of their life, but 
they didn’t have the money 
marathon runners get today.” 

What stands out in Mr. 
Kelley’s mind about marathons 
that link Clarence M. De Mar 
and the sport that the pabite 
doesn’t know or ?

Kelley says, “His scholarly 
approach of competitive run- 
ners. Clarence De Mar said that 
marathon runners should 
receive per diem payment, com- 
pensation for wages lost while 
competing, and he was one of 
the first to insist on the stan- 
dardization of the length of the 
Boston Marathon after the 1924 
Olympics - 26 miles, 285 yards.

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Reuse medical devices? 


Proper care can avoid double 
trouble when it comes to single 
use medical devices. A single- 
use device, often called SUD for 
short, is a medical device to be 
used only on one patient for a 
single procedure. In recent 
years, however, hospitals have 
been cleaning, disinfecting or 
sterilizing SUDs and then 
reusing them. This practice lets 
hospitals cut down on disposable 
medical waste and save money. 

The Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) however, 
is concerned about the growing 
reuse trend. Today’s medical 
devices are often complex. This 
can make the cleaning and re- 
sterilization process more diffi- 
cult. FDA worries that this 
could lead to a potentially high- 
er risk for infection and device 
failure. . 

“Despite a lack of clear data 
that suggests that many injuries 
are occurring due to reprocess- 
ing practices,” said David W. 
Feigal, M.D., director or FDA's 
Center for Devices and 
Radiological health (CDRH), 
“FDA has concluded that the 
practice of reusing single-use 
devices needs additional atten- 


tion and regulatory controls.” 

To prevent potential prob-) 
lems, FDA now requires hospi- 
tals and companies that! 
reprocess SUDs to meet the 
same manufacturing standards | 
used by the original manufac- | 
ture. In other words, they will 
have to ensure that the 
reprocessed SUD is as safe and 
as effective at it was when origi- 
nally manufactured. 

A recent report from the U.S. 
General Accounting Office 
(GAO), an auditing arm of the 
U.S. Congress, states that some 
SUDs could be safely” 
reprocessed, if done properly. 
However, GAO recognizes that 
reprocessed SUDs can pose 
some health risk with certain 
devices. For this reason, FDA is 
increasing its oversight of SUD 
reprocessing. 

The government agency also 
wants consumers to know that 
hospitals do reprocess and reuse 
SUDs. If you have any concerns 
about reused devices, you should 
speak to your doctor.
